“T hate these chair-ettes....” 
An enlargement of Izzy Parker’s 
cartoon from the September ‘10 
News Review at everyone’s place 
got the third charrette off to a 
welcome laugh. But as the day 
wore on, his sketch of that over- 
sized man on that too-small chair 
began to assume a metaphorical 
meaning — a problem with a 
scope too challenging for our 
limited process. Or, put another 
way: could this Catch-22 be re- 
solved? 

The third charrette to study 
the Greenbelt Metro Area Sector 
Plan took place on Saturday, Sep- 
tember 19 in the College Park 
Municipal Center: For this pur- 
pose, as with the two earlier 
charrettes, it brought together 
representatives of nearby commu- 
nities with professional staff from 
the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission. 
The latter began the process with 
reviews of what had taken place 
before in developing the pre- 
ferred land use concept. 

But suddenly, when Transpor- 


tation Planning Coordinator 


Harold Foster began to describe 
how transportation elements and 
the land use plan — with their 
different timetables — were inter- 
woven, the group began to com- 
prehend the true complexity of 
the issue before them.

Board members of the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA) on Septem- 
ber 24 officially selected 
Metroland Developers, LLC as 
the developer of the Greenbelt 
Metro Station site. Although 
WMATA received only one pro- 
posal for the site in response to 
their October 1997 advertisement, 
the hush-hush review process of 
WMATA’s various committees 
took over eight months to com- 
plete. Until WMATA announced 
its selection, the public was kept 
uninformed. 

_In unveiling the selection, the 
full 12-member WMATA Board 
agreed with its Rail Capital Pro- 
gram Committee’s (RCPC) report 
which recommended that “the 
Board approve Metroland Devel- 
opers, LLC as the selected devel- 
oper of the Greenbelt Metrorail 
site and authorize the staff to ne- 
gotiate an agreement with 
Metroland for the development of 
the site.” Six Board members sit 
on the RCPC. 

According to the RCPC report, 
Metroland was formed by affili- 
ates of Clarke Realty Capital, 
LLC, developer of commercial 
and residential projects, Petrie 
Dierman Kughn, developer of re- 
tail projects and A.H. Smith Asso- 


that upscale development of the 
WMATA tract, the Green Line 
Metro parking area, with or with- 
out the adjoining A. H. Smith 
property, was dependent upon ac- 
cess from the Capital Beltway. 
Yet since this was part of the 
Federal highway system, Federal 
as well as State regulations 
would apply.

Federal guidelines require that 


any new exit ramps not be close 
enough to existing ramps that 


. they interfere with traffic accel- 


eration and deceleration. A sec- 
ond regulation requires that exits 
from Interstates lead to public, 
not private, roads. 

In addition, since the Beltway 
is part of the national highway 
system, its impact on the envi- 
ronment must also be evaluated, 
including whether nearby roads 
are adequate for projected traffic 
volumes. This requirement, in 
turn, depends upon studies of the 
current traffic situation. 

“It will be a little bit of a 
problem to tie these four [stud- 
ies] together,” Foster said. He 
projected some 15 to 21 months 


ciates, owner of the tract adjacent 
to WMATA. 

The report states that the 
Metroland proposal ties 78 acres 
of WMATA and 45 acres of Smith 
properties together into one 123- 
acre, $1 billion mixed-use devel- 
opment consisting of a 1.2 million 
square foot regional shopping mall 
“with an emphasis on upscale re- 
tail ... a hotel and conference cen- 
ter, comprising 395,000 square 
feet; 270 residential units; and | 
million square feet of office.” 
The project will be constructed in 
phases over 10 years. 

WMATA’s Technical Evaluation 
Team opined that “Metroland has 
offered a plan that optimizes the 
use of the WMATA site and pro- 
vides significant benefits to the 
community, particularly the “pro- 
vision of upscale retail outlets that 
are a recognized need in Prince 
George’s County; the improvement 
of access to the WMATA site 
from the Capital Beltway with the 
cooperation of Federal, state and 
local agencies; and increased 
Metro ridership” (8,000 new trips 
a day). 

WMATA has reserved the right 
to “approve access, locations and 
phasing of the replacement of sur- 
face parking on the Metro site and 
of any other facilities that may be 
displaced by the _ project.”

of study before all these issues 
could be resolved. 
Other Problems 

At this point Greenbelt City 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
threw two new twists into the 
discussion. The city had been 
informed, he said, that WMATA 
may consider selling its property, 
as it had done previously in 
northern Virginia. (And indeed 
seven days later the story broke 


in the Washington Post that 


Metroland Developers LLC had 
agreed to purchase the Metro 
acreage for $6.4 million.) 

If this were no longer public 
land, Roberts suggested, the 
problem of locating exit ramps 
from the Beltway would be fur- 
ther hampered. The only pos- 
sible road remaining would be 
Cherrywood, he pointed out, “a 
residential street.” He vowed 
that making Cherrywood the 
point of interchange would never 


get his vote. 


The slow-moving transporta- 
tion timeline suggested to others 
that the whole land use study in 
the charrette process seemed not 
worth pursuing. On the contrary, 
both Foster and Project Leader 
Joe Chang emphasized, the Mas- 
ter Plan was absolutely crucial. 
Only if the proposed land use is 
designated as requiring the 
Beltway interchange can enabling 
legislation begin. Otherwise no

Metro Site Developers Selected 
By WMATA; Sole Proposal Reply 


WMATA notes that these will be 
replaced at Metroland’s cost. 

According to the RCPC report, 
a “new interchange or other traf- 
fic accommodation from the 
Capital Beltway will probably be 
required. The State of Maryland 
is currently conducting a feasibil- 
ity study of alternatives.” 

Negotiations between WMATA 
and Metroland are expected to 
involve Metroland’s entering into 
a lease or a development agree- 
ment with WMATA during the 
pre-development period. Over 
the next five years Metro will be 
paid $300,000 in fees. Uglti- 
mately Metroland will purchase 
the property for $6.4 million. 
With respect to the financial im- 
pact, the report states that in ad- 
dition to the funds received from 
“pre-development payments... the 
sale of the property and revenues 
generated from increased Metro 
ridership generated by the project, 
Prince George’s County will real- 
ize substantial tax revenues...” 

Meanwhile, the Metro Park 
LLP group is drawing up a con- 
ceptual plan that will include the 
remaining acreage on the Smith 
tract which is estimated to be 
about 260 plus acres. The plan 
is also expected to depict 
Metroland’s 123-acre Metro Sta- 
tion mixed-use complex.

BARC Director Tells City 
Buildings Need Updating

The director of the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center 
(BARC), Dr. Phyllis Johnson, met 
with the Greenbelt City Council 
on September 23 to discuss the 
budget, programs and problems of 
the facility. 

Johnson said that Agricultural 
Research Service (ARS) programs 
in Beltsville have a total budget

of $154.6 million dollars. Its 
2,091 employees work in five 
major divisions: plant sciences, 
livestock and poultry, natural re- 
sources, human nutrition and the 
National Arboretum, plus adminis- 
tration and the library. 

Although Beltsville’s budget 
has increased over the years, she 
said, the increases have not been 
sufficient to maintain the research 
program at its previous levels. 
Over the past ten years, the num- 
ber of Ph.D. level scientists has 
declined nearly 25 percent. Dur- 


ing the current fiscal year, this — 


trend appears to have begun to 
level out with a net gain of two 
scientists. The issue is not merely 
an individual scientist’s salary, but 
instead the cost of the research 
program the scientist oversees, in- 
cluding technicians and research 
materials. 
Program 

Johnson was obviously proud 
of the continuing research pro- 
BARC plays 
a major role in dairy, potato, 
swine, bee and honey, and poultry 
research. The floral and nursery 
industry is currently the fastest 
growing sector of the agricultural 
industry, she said, and BARC has 


65 percent of the national budget 


for research in this industry. 

The BARC has also gotten into 
more high tech research. Johnson 
pointed out that BARC is the 
leader in soybean genome re- 
search. BARC has also been in- 
volved in developing instrumenta- 
tion for field equipment. 

A discovery by a BARC scien- 
tist has increased the value of 
chicken feathers from six cents a 
pound to 95 cents a pound. He 
found a way to make a fiber for 
use in paper, diapers, and other 
purposes from the feathers, This 
could result in chicken farmers 
earning more from the feathers 
than from the meat. _ 

Facilities — 

BARC was established in 1910 
and many of its facilities are 
showing their age. Most of the 
buildings, Johnson said, were built 
in the 1930s and 1940s and most 
have never been renovated. Al- 
most 15 years ago a 10-year mod- 
ernization program was launched, 
but the level of funding was sig- 
nificantly reduced after 3. years. 


Instead of the $20 million per [= 


® F 1 


year envisioned under the modern- 
ization program, last year the cen- 
ter received just $2.5 million. 
The center staff has estimated that 
it would cost $399 million to 
bring all BARC buildings up to 
modern standards. The state of 
some of the facilities is so poor 
that it is affecting the center’s 
ability to recruit scientists, who 
lose interest after seeing the labo- 
ratories in which they would 
work. | 

The center does now have sev- 
eral excellent facilities as a result 
of the modernization effort. It 
features one of the best plant hor- 
ticultural facilities anywhere, she 
said, and recent improvements in- 
clude a compost making facility 
and the newly opened controlled 
environment building. This latter 
facility contains plant growth 
chambers in which environmental 
factors such as temperature and 
humidity can be precisely con- 
trolled. 

The new Sunnyside facility is 
now expected to only house ARS 
employees. Although Sunnyside 


had originally been slated to serve 


as a “swing space” for employees 
from downtown Washington fa- 
cilities while their offices were 
renovated, downsizing and the re- 
luctance of those employees to 
move have apparently killed those 
plans. Currently, it is at about 
half its potential occupancy. 

The University of Maryland 
expects to begin work within the 
next year On a new animal re- 
search facility to be operated by 
BARC. In addition, a contract 
has been let for a new feed facil- 
ity. | 

Council Concerns 

Council and Johnson spent 
some time discussing ways that 
the city could support BARC. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
suggested making the city’s sup- 
port for BARC clear to its Sena- 
tors and U.S. Representative. | 
Johnson said that she is willing to 
talk to anyone interested in learn- 
ing more about BARC’s work. 
However, federal legislation pre- 
vents her from actively seeking 
out support or lobbying for in- 
creased funding. 

Visitors Center 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin suggested keeping the 
visitor’s center open on weekends. 
Johnson said that she would like 
to do so, but that the center is not 
actually covered under BARC’s 
budget. She is working with 


USDA headquarters to try to ar- 
range for this, even volunteering 
to fund the expanded hours from 
BARC’s budget. 
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Disenchanted 


Somehow I always thought 
that our politicians were supposed 
to represent us. I was disen- 
chanted by the three members of 
City Council (Putens, Davis, and 
White) who passed the annex- 
ation of Parkside. 

In the carnival of emotions 
and persuasive talk that surround 
the Parkside annexation issue, 
someone forgot to note that the 
only Greenbelters who spoke di- 
rectly in favor of annexation were 
ones who had friends or family 
living in Parkside. 

Few Greenbelters felt that an- 
nexing Parkside was a good idea. 
Almost all Greenbelters who 
spoke or sent letters opposed it 
vehemently. The council’s tech- 
nical specialists advised them 
against it. There were no con- 
vincing and concrete reasons for 
doing it. 

But, hey, three out of five 
councilmembers can’t be wrong! 
And anyway, it was a fun meet- 
ing. My favorite bit was after the 
decision, when Mayor Davis 
threw up her hands and ex- 
claimed, “Vote again and again 
and again!” to the newly annexed 
portion of her voter base. 

Next time I think I'll vote for 
candidates who listen to the vast 
majority of the people they repre- 
sent, heed the recommendations 
of technical specialists, or at least 
put logic above pathos. 

Naw, I'll vote for the same 
big three. They have no clue 
who they represent, but “they’re 
good people!!!”

traffic studies could even oc- 
cur. “It would be an academic 
process,” Foster said. “You 
have got to start by putting the 
highway access symbol here,” 
Foster said, pointing to the jux- 
taposition on the design map of 
the Beltway and the WMATA 
property. 

“And what happens if the 
Federal government does not 
approve?” someone asked. 
Then no high-density develop- 
ment could go through, was the 
answer; but the rest of the de- 
velopment can go through. 

“But everyone wants this,” 
said Jerry Anzulovic from 
Berwyn Heights. “The gover- 
nor wants this, the county ex- 
- ecutive wants this, the county 
council... No civil servant is 
going to stand in the way. Ev- 
eryone above us wants this to 
go in a bad way.” 

Mary Mothersole, also of 
Berwyn Heights, suggested that 
an enlarged interchange with 
the Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way might be a solution. She 
referred to the interchange of I- 
270 and the Beltway as a pos- 
sible precedent. 

Development Phased-in 

But with such a long time- 
frame before a decision could 
be made on the transportation 
issues, how could development 
proceed? It would have to be 
phased-in. “There probably 
ought to be a recommendation 
of staging of development,” 
Foster said.

there’s no interchange, then we 
have a whole lot of new prob- 
lems we allowed to go in 
there,” referring to traffic im- 
pacts on existing city roads. 
Springhill Lake Node 

At this impasse, after a 
short break, discussion was di- 
rected to a new subject — 
more detailed explorations of 
the general land use concepts 
agreed on at the previous 
charrette and represented on a 
colored map later prepared by 


Park and Planning staff. (This. 


map appeared in black-and- 
white in the September 10 is- 
sue of this paper.) 

On the map, similar strip- 
ing, indicating mixed-use de- 
velopment, appears on the 
WMATA tract and on what had 
been called a node, or focal 
point, at the intersection of 
Cherry wood Lane and 
Springhill Dr. Since the 
former was being considered 
for high-density uses, the simi- 
larity of the striped patterns 
suggested commercial develop- 
ment as well at the Springhill 
Lake site. 

Roberts, who had missed 
the second charrette, immedi- 
ately challenged this concept, 
as well as the idea that a pe- 
destrian link to the WMATA 
development would be created 
across the intervening wetland. 
He deplored any disturbance 
that would endanger existing 
Witdiifes 2 tee 

Yet both teams from the 
first charrette, as well as all 
participants in the second, felt 
the need to create a connection 
between Springhill Lake and 
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the Metro site, Urban Planner 
Jennifer Smith pointed out? To 
make it viable, it had to feel 
safe, she added. There must be 
activity. No one intended com- 
mercial development like a 
mini-mall, for example; but a 
coffee or sandwich shop, per- 
haps a book store and an open 
plaza, could invite people into 
the area. 

Celia Craze, Greenbelt’s di- 
rector of planning and commu- 
nity development, then spoke 
up. She criticized the idea that 
a focal point must involve “the 
consumption of something.” 
Currently no commercial facili- 
ties exist on Cherrywood be- 
tween Springhill Dr. and the 
overpass, she pointed out. She 
was far more concerned that 
“all the world in Greenbelt 
West funnels through [that 
route] to the Metro site.” 

She opposed “a neighbor- 
hood-disturbing” commercial 
development, she said. Instead 


the focal point should be rede- 
fined to a “neighborhood-serv- 


ing function.” 
Impact on Hollywood 

John Krouse of North Col- 
lege Park then introduced an 
issue of concern to his commu- 
nity, which will overlook what- 
ever goes into the WMATA 
property immediately across the 
railroad tracks. He was wor- 
ried about the impact of a large 
new population upon the small 
park that serves his neighbor- 
hood, with only a softball field, 
a baseball field, two basketball 
courts and two tennis courts. 
Is Park and Planning going to 
establish active recreation areas 
for the projected new residents 
coming into. this area to use, 
Krouse wanted to Know. ~ 

Mayor Davis said that. parks, 
ballfields,..tennis courts, and 
bird sanctuaries should be in- 
corporated into the planned de- 


velopment to occur on the 
WMATA property. “We don’t 


want ballfields in the core’ 


area,” she said — referring to 
the wetlands, adding, “The 
highrise would probably have 
gyms.” Chang confirmed that 
about half of the WMATA acre- 
age would be used for recre- 
ation and open space. 
Scope of Project 

Joyce Pierce, whose kitchen 
window in Hollywood over- 
looks the WMATA site, de- 
plored a future in which a 
highrise might completely 
block her view. Krouse agreed. 
“All of the Hollywood neigh- 
borhood looks into the site,” he 
said, because it slopes down 
into a valley at that point. 

Mothersole reminded the 
group that when the Greenbelt/ 
College Park Master Plan was 
developed in 1989, “We didn't 
want canyon development, 
where we  had_ massive 
highrises that clustered in the 
area.” But transportation im- 
pacts — “with the Marc train, 
the subway, I-95, the Beltway, 
and the Parkway — all are go- 
ing to affect it. We're going to 
have to do something on a 
grand scale. The train’s left the 
station!” 

Chip Reed, representing the 
A..H. Smith Associates, agreed. 
“This is the County’s best op- 
portunity to put its best foot 
forward — to get the highest 
quality retailer. I’d hate to see 
us sell ourselves short.... It’s a 
fabulous site,” capable of serv- 
ing both eastern Montgomery 
County and Prince George's. 
He likened it to Montgomery 
Mall, Pentagon City, White 
Flint and Annapolis Mall. 

Earlier malls in the county 
were “too small,” he said. 
There ‘was “not a critical 
mass.” To put it into perspec- 
tive, he said White Flint had

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Windsor Green Prevents 
Crime with Mobile Watch 


by Janet L. Norris 

Do the numbers speak for 
themselves in the latest crime re- 
port from the Greenbelt Police De- 
partment? That’s the question 
some residents in Windsor Green 
may find hard to believe. 

According to police statistics, 
Class I crimes offenses in 
Greenbelt account for 1,054 inci- 
dents between January and July 
1998, as compared to the 983 
crimes last year. There was an in- 
crease of 71 incidents. Class I 
crimes are the city’s more serious 
crimes and include the violent 
crimes of murder, rape, robbery 
and assault as well as the property 
crimes of burglary and theft. 

But Windsor Green resident 
Kathie Jarva, co-chairperson of the 
Windsor Green Mobile Watch, de- 
clares that while police statistics do 
not sort out or isolate her commu- 
nity, crime has been deterred by an 
organized crime watch, and feels 
that mobile watch patrol has had a 
“good affect” in Windsor Green. 
Founded in 1993, the mobile 
watch consists of approximately 60 
volunteers of the Windsor Green 
Community who spend a few 
hours each month in mobile patrol 
of neighborhoods during the day 
and evening in an effort to deter 
criminal activity. “We seldom see 
anything [crime],” said Jarva of 
the incidents of crime in her com-

munity. 

However, “many communities 
become lax when crime appears 
low, or they elect not to partici- 
pate in organized crime watch,” 
states Crime Prevention Officer 
Britt Cave. “Without a doubt 
mobile watch has caused violent 
crime to be non-existent in 
Windsor Green, which has one of 
the most active in the city.” But 
he emphasizes, “it is the responsi- 
bility of the whole community to 
help police with crime preven- 
tion.” 

Area residents have an oppor- 
tunity to learn more about crime 
prevention during the Citizen’s 
Police Academy offered by the 
Greenbelt Police Department. 
Twice yearly (currently in Fall 
session) residents also can partici- 
pate and get a first-hand account 
of the training, techniques, and 
daily activities of police officers in 
their quest to combat crime. 

“I really have a heightened ap- 
preciation for the men in blue,” 
said Gayle Patterson, also co- 
chairperson of the Windsor Green 
Mobile Watch, and-a former par- 
ticipant in the citizen’s academy. 
Patterson said she enjoyed the ex- 
perience and recommends the 
valuable education and training to 
all residents in the Greenbelt com- 
munity.
